Blatter was re-elected 
in the first round for anoth- 
er four-year term at the 
helm of the world govern- 
ing body. 

Mr, Blatter obtained 139 
votes against 56 votes for his 
opponent, FIFA Vice-presi- 
dent and CAF President Issa 
Hayatou. 


The vote came at the end 
of an eight-hour ordinary 
congress in Seoul during 
Which the association dele- 
gates and members of the 
various FIFA committees 
extensively discussed the 
state of FIFA and particular- 
ly its financial situation. 

In his first statements after 
the election, the FIFA 
President put the emphasis

on the need to restore unity 
and peace within the football 
community and its bodies, 
telling the delegates: “I regis- 
ter your deep trust, your deep 
trust in FIFA and in me. I 
have to install peace in this 
family here and I will do it.” 

According to the roll call, 
197 associations were pre- 
sent and entitled to yote, 
Korea DPR and Eritrea were 
not present, while 
Afghanistan, Cape Verde 
Islands, Djibouti, and Niger, 
as well as Turks and Caicos, 
were not eligible to vote for 
statutory reasons. Of the 197 
votes cast, 195 were valid, 
bringing the necessary two- 
thirds majority in the first 
round to 130. 

Discussing the FIFA actiy- 


ity report 2000 - 2002, the 
delegates debated intensively 
on the state of FIFA’s 
finances, continuing the dis- 
cussion from the 
Extraordinary Congress the 
previous day when time lim- 
itations had not enabled all 
associations to take the floor. 

As a consequence of the 
debates and the transparency 
on financial matters, the bud- 
get for 2003 was approved. It 
is foreseen that reporting on 
finances will be on an annual 
basis, It was also agreed that 
the IAC would continue its 
work with a view to submit- 
ting its results by the end of 
2002. It was further noted 
that, as previously 
announced, as of 1 January 
2003 FIFA would switch to 

, 


the International Accounting 
Standards for its book-keep- 
ing. 

‘The new members of the 
FIFA Executive, elected by 
their respective confedera- 


tions, were also installed at 
the congress. The President 
of the Spanish FA, Angel 
Villar Llona, already-a mem- 
ber of the FIFA Executive, 
now is a FIFA Vice-presi- 


dent. The Président of the 
German FA, Gerhard Mayer- 
Vorfelder, and-Michel Platini 
were welcomed as new 
members.

STAN IS THE MAN 
FOR BIRMINGHAM 


tan Lazaridis was fondly known as “Stan 

The Man” when he played 71 National 
Soccer League games for West Adelaide 
Sharks over three memorable seasons, 

Lazaridis first hit the headlines with the 
Australian Joeys squad in 1989, At the other 
end of the career scale he one of the three 
over-age players with the Olyroos during the 
2000 Olympics. 

He amassed 44 “A” internationals and 11 
other games for the Socceroos, before “Stan 
‘The Man” poetically strutted his stuff with 
West Ham and Birmingham on the tough 
professional UK football stage. 

West Adelaide sold Lazaridis to West 
Ham for $650,000, before the flank attacker 
subsequently joined Birmingham in July of 
1999, for a club record $3 million, 

He is currently back in Adelaide on a 
well-deserved long holiday with his 
Adelaide-born wife and 17-month old 
daughter Dior. 

Lazaridis has a year remaining on his 

four-year contract with Birmingham, the 
club he helped gain promotion to the Premier 
League. 
Ironically, it was Lazaridis, 30, who con- 
tributed with a successfully taken third 
penalty to boost Birmingham to the shoot- 
out showdown win over Millwall, which 
ensured promotion, 

Tronic, because the Blues, who paid $3.36 
million for Lazaridis, had to fork out a fur- 
ther $1.4million to West Ham to honour a 
promotion clause in his contract, 

“That sounds a lot of money, but in the 
scheme of things its not a lot because 


Birmingham City have just been given $110 
million for making the Premier League.” 
Lazaridis said. 

The Socceroo laments that a slice of the 
money paid to West Ham must go to an 
administrator instead of his former club, the 
now defunct, West Adelaide. 

“Tr would have been nice if West Adelaide 
had still been around fo get a share, but it 
was not to be,” said Lazaridis, who has 
retained business interests and property in 
Adelaide.

anchester United’s 
Quinton Fortune scored a 
stoppage-time penalty to 


earn South Africa a point against 
Paraguay in the Asiad Stadium. 
Roque Santa Cruz and Francisco 
Arce had put Paraguay 2-0 up after 55 
minutes before Estanislao Struway 
scored an own goal and then as the sta- 
dium clock showed 90 minutes had 
elapsed, Fortune converted his penal- 
ty. 
Both countries had controversially 
changed coaches in the months lead- 
ing up to the World Cup, with former 
Italy boss Cesare Maldini taking over 
at Paraguay and Jomo Sono being 
appointed South Africa manager. 
Santa Cruz catised South Africa 
problems from the first whistle of the 
Group B game and he might have had 
a penalty in the opening seconds when 
he went down under a challenge from 
goalkeeper Andre Arendse. 


After surviving this scare, South 
Africa managed the first shot in anger 
when MacBeth Sibaya fired narrowly 
wide from all of 35 yards. 

But it was Arendse who was the 
busier of the two keepers and he did 
well to touch Arce’s dipping 25-yard 
free-kick over his crossbar. 

Arce’s right foot was a potent 
weapon for Paraguay and one comer 
caused mayhem in the six-yard area 
before the ball somehow finished up in 
Arendse’s hands. 

Santa Cruz managed his first effort 
on target with a strong header which 
was partied by Arendse. 

Tt came as little surprise that when 
Paraguay opened the scoring on 39 
minutes it was down to a combination 
of Santa Cruz and Arce. 

Arce hit a deep free-kick to the back 
post, which beat Arendse, and Santa 
Cruz came steaming into the six-yard 
box to beat team-mate Celso Ayala to 


the header and score his tenth goal on 
his 24th international appearance. 

Santa Cruz might have had a second 
three minutes later only for Arendse to 
touch his powerful header over the 
top. 

South Africa came close to equalis- 
ing within 40 seconds of the start of 
the second half. Fortune knocked on 
MacDonald Mukasi’s cross to 
Sibusiso Zuma whose bicycle kick 
was saved by Ricardo Tavarelli, 
deputising for the suspended Jose Luis 
Chilavert, at the second attempt. 

Paraguay captain Carlos Gamarra 
then fired just wide before South 
Africa felt they should have had a 
penalty for handball against Arce. 

Their sense of injustice was height- 
ened when on 55 minutes Arce scored 
with a perfectly-executed free-kick 
from the left-hand side of the area, 
which would have done David 
Beckham proud.

Spain overcome Slovenia 


in opening game win

erennial World Cup under- 

achievers Spain were made to 

sweat before eventually pulling 
away for a 3-1 victory over tourna- 
ment debutants Slovenia here on 
Sunday, 

Prolific Spanish striker Raul scored in 
the 44th minute while midfielder Juan 
Carlos Valeron put the Spaniards two up 
with a 74th-minute strike. 

But the Slovenians struck back and 
seven minutes later substitute Sebastjan 
Cimirotic recorded the tiny mountain- 
ous nation’s first World Cup goal to pull 
his side back into the Group B match. 
When substitute Milenko Acimovic 
burst into the penalty area minutes later 
He went down under the challenge from 
experienced defender Miguel Angel 
Nadal but his claims for reward were 
waved away by the referee. 

The Slovenians were therefore furi- 
‘ous when Fernando Morientes earned a 
spot-kick for a seemingly soft challenge 
by Sasa Gajser three minutes later. 

"Veteran Fernando Hierro stroked the 
penalty past Slovenian goalkeeper 
Marko Simeunovic to see Spain on the 


way to what they hope will be a perfor- 
mance that banishes memories of so 
many poor World Cup displays. 

Raul’s 26th international goal put him 
level with the now-retired Emilio 
Butragueno in the all-time Spanish 
goalscoring list, but captain Hierro still 
leads them and took his haul to 28 goals 
with the penalty. 

Luis Enrique created Raul’s goal as 
he battled through Slovenian defenders 
before pushing the ball to the striker, 
whose dummy shook off his marker, 
leaving him free to slot the ball under 
Simeunovic as the first half ground to an 
end, 

But Spain had failed to convert their 
first-half domination into a substantial 
lead and Slovenia had threatened to 
equalise until Valeron’s goal, his first for 
his country. 

Camacho said ending Spain’s winless 
record in opening World Cup matches 
going back half a century was a huge 
weight off his shoulders. 

His side had another solid chance to 
score from Diego Tristan’s powerful 
second-half drive but it was pushed 
away by Simeunovic. 


And Morientes wasted a superb 
Opportunity to score just after being 
brought on in place of Diego Tristan. 

Spain had almost conceded an goal in 
the opening minutes when Slovenia's 
best-known player Zlatko Zahovic 
curled in the first corner of the match 
and Aleksander Knavs’ close-range 
header forced a reflex save from goal- 
keeper Iker Casillas. 

Raul- then headed straight at 
Simeunovic from a cross floated in by 
Javier de Pedro. 

De Pedro caused Slovenia problems 
as he bent a free-kick over the Slovenian 
wall midway through the first half. 
He came even closer to finding the net 
from another free-kick within minutes. 

But the Slovenians had chances too, 
with Benfica star Zahovic shooting 
weakly at Real Madrid keeper Casillas 
and Zeljko Milinovic heading narrowly 


on 63 minutes when ‘Teboho 
Mokoena’s shot from inside the D was 
deflected home off the unfortunate 
Struway. 

They completed their comeback 


when in the final seconds Tavarelli 
was adjudged to have brought down 
Zuma in the area and in the first 
minute of stoppage time Fortune fired 
home the spot-kick.

ermany kick-started _ its 

World Cup campaign with 

an emphatic 8-0 drubbing of 
three-time Asian Cup winners Saudi 
Arabia in Sapporo, the first indoor 
arena to be used at a World Cup 
Finals tournament. 

Miroslay Klose became an instant 
hero and shot to the lead of the goal- 
scoring chart with a fine headed hat 
trick, the first since Gabriel Batistuta 
scored three against Jamaica in 1998. 

‘The impressive and talented Michael 
Ballack and powerful target-man 
Carsten Jancker also scored in a domi- 
nant first half display in the 40th and 
46th minutes, respectively. 

Thomas Linke and Bernd Schneider 
both notched maiden strikes for 
Germany in the second half, along with 
substitute Oliver Bierhoff who drilled a 
Jow shot past Saudi keeper Mohammed 
Al Deayea from 35 yards, six from 


time. 

But these three second half goals 
came after Klose had netted his ninth, 
tenth and eleventh international strikes 
for his country. 

‘The first, in truth, was always com- 
ing and the only surprise was that it 
took Germany 20 minutes to open the 
scoring. Jancker was superb up front 
and his size and power was making a 
mockery of the Saudi defence. 

Tottenham’s Christian Ziege was 
lively down the left flank and his cross 
found a stooping Klose to head home 
powerfully from close range, Jancker 
just failing to connect with an overhead 
kick in the build-up. 

The second came 5 minutes later, 
this time it was the livewire Ballack 
who produced a pin-point cross, fol- 
lowing a great left wing interchange 
with the scorer, whose attacking header 
hit the same part of the net as the first. 


A great hat trick was completed after 
70 minutes, another wide cross, and 
another headed goal. This time the ball 
bounced off the turf and high into the 
left side of the net. Klose was then sub- 
stituted to warm applause soon after. 

Ballack capped off a masterful per- 
formance with yet another headed goal 
in the 40th minute, Schneider with the 
final delivery. 

Jancker threatened all half and his 
moment of celebration arrived in first 
half stoppage time, when he swept 
home a Klose flick from around 8 
yards. 

Linke netted in the 73rd minute, his 
first international goal in 35 matches, 
the side’s sixth of the night and the fifth 
that arrived courtesy of a German head. 
Ziege whipped in another telling cross, 
this time from a corner and the scorer 
rose high above two defenders to ram 
home Germany’s aerial dominance. 

Oliver Bierhoff seemed unimpressed 
by sitting on the bench, but made 
amends and stabbed a powerful left-

he Japan leg of the World Cup 

kicked-off with Cameroon and 

Ireland fighting out a tense 
draw in Niigata. A game of two- 
halves, Cameroon starting well open- 
ing the scoring in the 39th minute 
through Patrick Mboma, but Ireland 
turned the tables and a spectacular 
long range strike from Ipswich 
Town’s Matt Holland squared the 
ledger in the 52nd minute. 

Watched by colourful fans on both 
sides, the Indomitable Lions looked far 
and away the better side in the first half. 
However, Mick McCarthy's team, with- 
out sent home captain Roy Keane, 
recovered bravely after the interval and 
drew level early in the second half. 

A cautious start by both teams pro- 
duced little in the opening minutes, until 
Ireland’s Matt Holland dived in hard at 
Mare-Vivien Foe, getting a piece of the 
ball but more of the Cameroon midfield- 
er’s right knee in the 7th minute. 

The collision seemed to spark the 
Africans, as they began to gain an edge 
in possession. 

Samuel Eto’o created the first real 
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chance of the match in the 19th minute, 
when he worked a one-two with Patrick 
Mboma near midfield to get free. As he 
raced into the box, charging Ireland 
goalkeeper Shay Given came out hard to 
smother the attempt. 

Eto’o produced another strong chance 
after running onto a lob into the right 
side of the penalty area. At the corner of 
the area, he turned and lofted a shot over 
Given, but off target and out for a goal 
kick. 

Eto’o began to create more danger 
from that point on and was integral in 
breaking the deadlock when he beat a 
defender at the by-line on the right side, 
and his pass found the foot of Mboma, 
who easily slotted the ball into the 
empty net for one-nil in the 39th. 

Late in the half, Ireland’s Jan Harte 
whipped a free kick into the box from 
the right side that was nearly knocked 
into the Cameroon goal by defender 
Rigobert Song, but goalkeeper Boukar 
Alioum smothered the ball to prevent 
the own goal. 

But that was the only real-chance 
allowed by Cameroon in the first 45 


minutes, as they did their part to earn the 
lead going into the dressing room. 

The hard-working Irish side started 
the second half in search of an early goal 
and almost had one four minutes in, 
when Kevin Kilbane’s glancing header 


from Ian Harte’s cross skidded wide of 


the back post. 

Moments later, Geremi narrowly 
missed the far post after winning posses- 
sion deep in the Irish half, Ireland found 
their equaliser through Matt Holland. 
Kilbane’s cross from ‘the left side was 
only half cleared by Cameroon, and 
Holland drilled a solid right-footer from 
25 yards into the left corner in the 52nd 
minute. 

The goal really sparked Ireland and 
they almost went ahead when a ball 
played into the goal mouth for Robbie 
Keane was blocked towards goal by 
Rigobert Song, and only a desperate 
63rd minute dive from goalkeeper 
Boukar Alioum kept the game level. 

Through most of the second half, nei- 
ther side consistently had the better run 
of play, but Ireland seemed to sense vic- 
tory as the match drew to a close and 
gained momentum. 

Robbie Keane looked to take advan- 


footed effort past a despairing Al 
Deayea, the strike from at least 35 
yards following another Ballack 


Schneider made it a gr-eight night 
for his team by curling a stoppage time 
free kick over the Saudi wall and into 
the top right comer of the net. 

Germany were quite simply a class 
above their opposition and so dominant 
was the performance that they had 25 
shots to the Saudi’s 3 after 88 minutes. 

The hapless Saudi players content to 


let their more pedigreed rivals string 
passes together with ease and try in 
vain to hit the Germans on the counter 
through easily their best*player and 
captain, Sami Al Jaber. 

Germany start the toufhament in 
confident mood then, but this squad 
does not have the same kind of stars 
that have electrified previous World 
Cups and so time will tell exactly how

rgentina picked up its first 

expected victory over Nigeria 

on Sunday thanks to the 
head of Gabriel Batistuta. It was a 
match where the South American 
team had much of the running yet 
right down to the final whistle there 
were nervous moments for the 
Argentines. 

The game started well enough for 
Argentina with Nigeria’s defence 
responding by showing signs of ner- 
yousness. Those opening twenty min- 
utes saw Veron and Ortega dictate play 
and Batistuta had a couple of chances 
that were well saved by Ike Shorunmu 
in the Nigerian goal. In the 25th 
minute Garba Lawal put a great cross 
in for Nigeria but Ogbeche could not 
get there before the Argentine keeper. 
On the half hour Shorunmu again 
showed all his skills after tapping a 
ball over the bar at full stretch from a 
powerful drive by Ortega. 

Two minutes tater and Argentina’s 
best chance was mirrored at the other 


end, After a mazy run by Augustine 
Okocha he fired the ball with great 
power but it was tapped over the bar 
by Cavallero. Yobo then saw his effort 
go just wide. In the 37th minute Veron 
put in a great corner and Batistuta put 
a header wide at the far post. He was 
very upset at missing another chance 
but for Nigeria it was a lesson that 
they did not take heed of. 

In the final minutes of the half 
Argentina got through the stacked and 
unsure Nigerian defence but their 
shooting was proving to be inaccurate. 
Half time came and the game was 
goalless — the first time this had 
occurred in these finals. After half 
time Batistuta had another great 
chance at the far post after a flicked on 
corner but it went wide. The 49th 
minute saw Juan Pablo Sorin also put 
the ball wide after a free header from a 
Veron cross. A minute later Ortega 
was fouled on the edge of the area by 
Yobo but his free kick was very disap- 
pointing. 

The game had opened up and 
through the 50th — 60th minutes there 
‘was much better passing movements 
from both sides although attempts on 

target, when they came, were often 
wasteful. A minute before and after 
the hour mark Argentina should have 
scored twice, the second being tipped 
over the bar once more by the 
Nigerian custodian. In the 62nd 
minute Sorin was challenged badly by 
Taribo West on the left of the edge of 
the area. The resultant free kick saw 
Veron deflect his effoit off the wall for 


a comer. He took that comer and 
Batistuta almost had to push Simeone 
away at the far post hut it was well 
worth it as his head connected cleanly 
with the ball and it went into the back 
of the net, 

A goal up and Veron had two long 
range free kicks fantastically saved by 
Shorunmu within minutes. It took a 
while for Nigeria to regain some com- 
posure but in the 76tf minute they did 
cause anxiety in the opposition 
defence with their runs although the 
final attempts were often poor. In the 
83rd minute Simeone sliced his clear- 
ance but it went well wide of His own 
goal. Star substitute Heman Crespo 
had a couple of great chances but nei- 
ther were on target for the South 
Americans. At the other end 
Cavellero was looking suspect under 
pressure, his counterpart making save 
after brilliant save. Right on full time 
Cayellero spilled a long-range effort 
from Nigeria but fortunately for his 
team it went wide of the post. 

Overall the game in Ibaraki showed 
that Argentina were justified in being 
rated equal favourites. The only ques- 
tions asked of them that they did not 
answer well were at the back where if 
they were put under a lot of’pressure 
they showed some nerves. Nigeria 
were disappointing and not as flam- 
boyant as many expect although they 
fought hard and made life difficult for 
their opponents. They almost sur- 
vived and will now look to the match 
against Sweden to get their first points 
of the finals.

Emile Heskey used his strength to dis- 
rupt the solid Swedish defence but this 
work was not leading to shots on target 
either. Marcus Allback took a first time 
shot in the 39th minute but David 
Seaman saved well low down. 

Allback also missed with another 
effort just before half time. The first 
half had not seen too much action on the 
goal as the sides seemed to negate each 
others strengths. However England had 
taken virtually the only chance they had 
been granted and that was the difference 
at the interval.

Just before the hour Danny Mills tried 
to turn a ball with his chest back to 
David Seaman when he realized it was 
too short. He tried to clear it leaving 
Seaman in no mans land. The ball land- 
ed at the feet of Niclas Alexandersson 
(whose club side is Everton in England) 
and he controlled.it and fired it home. 
Seaman had got back into position 
although Rio Ferdinand blocked his 
view until the last moment and this may 
explain why he could not get to the pow- 
erful drive in time.
